Altering the course of the Labrador current and replacing- it 


•' by the warm waters of the Gulf Stream always has been an 


interesting, if remote proposition. The possibilities are again 
advanced by oceangraphers, whose interest has been quick- 
; ened by the difficulty experienced by the supply boat which 


• was nearly frustrated in its attempt to land provisions for the 


American round-the-world airmen. 


Certain scientists, not wanting in imagination once planned 


• a great dike across Belle Isle straits, diverting the chiir Labra- 


dor waters to midocean. Others proposed a cable stretched 
over the Great Banks to build up a sand bar which, it was 
thought might hem in the Arctic waters and cause them to 
seek another outlet. AH such projects were abandoned as too 
: far fetched and highly unfeasible. 


Nature now seems bent on accomplishing that which man 


has been talking about. It is reported that the Labrador current 
has ebbed and that the waters are from six to seven degrees 
warmer than usual. Coast guard men searching .for the cause 
believe that it may have originated in an ocean bottom up- 
heaval or an ice barrier, which has thrown; the course of the 
current eastward. 


The chances of growing lemons and' oranges in northeast 


United States still is remote, and Pacific coast growers need 
not fret over the prospect.

Impartial Experts 


Jhejegislature of New York state sometime ago took a step 


which is calculated to obviate in that section a repetition of the 
Loeb-Leopold trial in Chicago. The governing body of New 
York has empowered judges to appoint boards or commissions 
of experts who will serve neither the defense nor the prosecu- 
tion m determining the mental condition of the person on 
trial. 


This obviously is a much fairer method, and a more accu- 


rate method than that which is marking the trial of the Franks 
boy slayers. Laboratory conditions would nearly be duplicated 
by the specially appointed board of experts, which would not 
be under suspicion of having been influenced by those in 
whose service they are employed. In an arrangement as prQ: 
posed by the New York legislature the compensation would 
not come^from the state, which would have'no other end to 
serve save that of justice. It seems that New York is headed 
wisely m the right direction.

failed as a result of vigorous opposi-- 
tion from advocates, of states' 'rights, 
who ^elt .that to tax state bonds would 
affect the borrowing power ot 
the 


states and- municipalities. • They con- 
tended, that one of the most attractive 
features of state bonds today is their 
tax exmption feature. 


But the position of Mr. Mellon has 


been that the proposed amendment 
should be reciprocal between the states 
and Federal government, allowing each 
to tax the securities of the other. The 
main argument of the Treasury -ex- 
perts Is that the tax-exempt securi- 
ties of states and cities are jiot only- 
causing persons of large means 
to 


place their funds in this class of in- 
vestment to evade taxes, but the pres- 
ent situation makes it easy for state 
and local authorities to be ^extrava- 
gant. 


With persons of large income in- 


vesting in tax-exempt issues, Treas- 
ury officials point out that the higher 
surtaxes fail to produce revenue.
